"Baltimore, Mainland 
March 17, 1957 






A group which calls themselves the Socialist Study Group 
of Baltimore, held a meeting Friday evening, March 15, 

1957^ at the Mt. Lebanon Baptist Church, 2320 Reisterstown 
Road. The meeting was scheduled to start at 8:30 PM 
E.S.T, A few minutes before the meeting was officially 
opened, thirty-six persons were counted as being present, 
including those who were in charge of meeting. Among 
those who were recognized as being present at this meeting 
were CHARLES BAILEY, GEORGE l^IEYERS (the man who was con- 
victed in a Balto, Federal Court for viola bion of the 
Smith Act), ROBERT KAUFMAN> ROLAND DAUGHERTY i ANGELA BOYER 
MOUTSOS, SUE POLLARD j JOE ATKINS j MADELINE; MURRAY^ DAVE 
MERMILSTEIN> and several others vfhose full names are not 
positively known, but who were recognized as having been 
either at meetings of this Socialist Study Group, or at 
meetings of the Fellowship, at 21 W. Preston St. ROBERT 
KAUFMAN was in charge of the meeting, and was the first 
speaker, KAUFMAN said he was going to introduce people 
who would introduce others. Following KAUFMAN, the 
Pastor of the Mt. Lebanon Church, a colored man spoke, said 
he had known KAUFMAN for a number of years, and he wanted 
to welcome all those present. KAUFMAN than said the 
next speaker would be JOE ATKINS, who KAUFMAN said, had 
been ‘a Socialist for years’, and who is also a member of, 
or associated with, a Civil Liberties Coramittee^^^^ 

"ATICINS spoke, praised I. F. STONE, who was to be the 
principal speaker, and stated that he, ATKINS, did not 
consider his 'week complete unless he had read a Newsletter 
put out by STONE, The audience was scattered all over ' 
the Church, some being in the extreme rear. ATKINS 
facetiously said that the rear seats were ‘reserved for 
■FBI agents’, and asked everyone to come up to the front, 
so that Mr, STONE would not have to strain his voice 
in trying to make himself heard by those in the back. A 
mmiber of persons moved up front, but several stayed in 
the bacio^^ 

"I, F, STONE, when he started to speak, repeated ATKINS^ 
request that everyone should move up to the front, and the 
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"rest of those in the back did so. STONE stated that in 
view of the fact that everyone in Washington, D. C. was 
regarded as a Sociaiist^ that he considered it rather 
imusual that so few people in Baltimore, only 40 miles 
away, were in the audience. STONE stated that there was 
a trend toward Socialism in the United States, and that of 
co^se everyone now Imows that ROOSEVELT was a Socialist, 

TRUMAN to a somewhat lesser extent, and he (STONE) 
stated that he was certain that eventmlly, the United 
States will be completely SocMist. He did not offer any 
predictions or suggestions as to how this v 7 ould come about 

"STO^ devoted most of his talk to a calm, yet bitter, 
criticism of Russia under STALIN. STONE stated that 
the bureaucracy in Russia is probably the worst in the 
world, and that the only thing anywhere equivalent to 
ii/, is in Hollywood and the APL-CIO unions. STONE quoted 

Jhe number of Communist Party members that 
STALIN had killed in Russia^ and said thatJ everyone in 
America who had ever condoned those things^ was partially 
responsible for these killings, ^ ^ 




"STONE told of some of his experiences in Russia, where he 
said he had been last year^ told of his talking to some 
Russian professor, and said that some reforms which had 
been suggested in Russia have never been carried out. STONE 
stated that some American ideas of freedom must be intro- 
duced into Russia. During part of STONE ‘s talk about the 
terror and killings in Russia, CHARLES BAILEY laughed, 
audibly, it was not noticeable that anyone else present 
regarded stone's disclosures as being funny.

MUFMAN said that monthly or bi-monthly meetings such 
the one at which STOl'IE had spoken would be held in the 
future, and that speakers who were being considered were, 
a man named STAROBIN, author of ‘Paris to Peiping U and 
one of the editors of ’The American Socialist *. 



"Just before the meeting ended, an unidentified. Negress 
spoke about the segregation of races at a restaurant.' 
in Mondawmin Shopping Centre • She said 
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Negroes had gone in this restaurant, sat down at tables, 
and when they were not waited on, simply occupied places, 
making it impossible for anyone else to use the tables. 

She said the restaurant had stationed a guard at the door, 
refused to let Negroes inside the door, and that the 
rGstaurant is nov/ being picketed* She asked for volun- 
teers. This Negro woman said that what is even worse, 
there is a restaurant on Edmondson Ave. right in the 
center of all-Negro neighborhood, where only whites 
are served. After the meeting, ROLAND DAUGHERTY went up 
to vjEORGE lyiEYERSi shook hands with him, and they talked 
for a short while. MADELINE MURRAY had been going around, 
handing out copies of a Socialist Labor Party leaflet, and 
copies to MEYERS and DAUGHERTY.

Inspite of ^ 
direct request from persons present at this meeting not many details 
were given except that MARY KNOWLES did say that the local town’s 
people where she resides are no longer antagonistic toward her. 
DOROTHY concluded by saying that a group of five attorneys, her 
husband included among them (DANIEL MARSHALL), were meeting that

“GENE SCHKLAIR commented that he is a Jew 
and that personally he has never observed any racial 
discrimination against him as an individual by the 
American people » He believed that discrimination 
a,gainst Jewish people was on a class rather than an 
individual basis » 

"PRANK PRIED said that racial discrimination 
is not a characteristic of the American people but 
came about following the Civil War and the freeing 
of slaveso PRIED said that re=instituting rent control 
will aid in bringing about integration of Negro and 
white people and, when done, will tend to improve 
relations between the raceso PRIED commented that 
rentals in South Side areas are much higher for Negroes 
than whites which has caused a ^doubling up* of 
Negro families in meeting these rents » PRIED said that 
in many areas in the South, the white people have not 
been hurt by the moving of Negro families into previously 
all white areas <, In fact, the real estate values haVe 
risen and some people are holding on to their properties 
so that they can realize more money <, 
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”It was generally agreed that racial prejudice 
. is not a characteristic of the American people »

"The meeting began with an educational 
reading by PRANK PRIED on Negro problems. The 
discussion centered mostly on problems encountered in 
Chicago o 

"PRANK PRIED adyocated as a partial solution 
to racial, discrimination, the bringing back of rent controls. 
He mentioned that in newly integrated neighborhoods, 
the Negrcses are charged excessive rents and because of 
this are forced to- double up which leads to a very 
unfavorable s4.-tuation, PRIED said that rent controls will 
bring "^about a betterment of race relations, ■ 

/ 

"PRIED also commented on the failure of Negroes 
themselves to exercise their oxirn rights and privileges. 

He cited a situation in his oxm -union, which although

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having 1|.,500 Negro employees, only one Negro was 
nominated for a union position, which was that of 
Vice-President o This individual was defeated in 
the election by a vote of over four to' one and if 
all the Negroes having the right to vote had voted for 
this person, he would have been overwhelmingly elected. 

PRIED said that this is an example of apathy on the 
part of Negroes. 

’’•PRIED also commented on the poor attendance 
at the recent September 1 rally at ^ifei±ilngton Park, 
noting that it was poorly attended, by the Chicago Negroes 
living on the South Side. He said that this was probably 
occasioned by the fact that Negroes have for a long time 
been hearing of various benefits that they were going 
to be afforded and then observed that nothing ever came 
of these plans. 

”MARV SELDON commented that both he and his 
wife, BLANCHE, were also in attendance at the rally 
and were also puzzled by the low attendance. 

’’MILT (LNU) stated that he also attended this 
rally. He said that one of the racial problems of 
the Negro is that they try to ’’pull it alone”. He said that 
in his opinion the Washington Park Rally was poorly 
organized and attended and that one cause for this may 
have been that the original proposal was that it be an 
all white affair. 

”MARV SELDON further commented that the 
only reason they knew of the meeting was because of a 
small paragraph in the ’’Chicago Defender”. There appeared 
to be no organization and little publicity. He felt 
that there could have been a letter prepared and addressed 
to Progressive and Socialist organizations publicizing 
this rally. SELDON said' that at no time were there more 
than 250 people at the rally. 
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”3ELD0¥ also commented on the fact that the 
Chicago Police were referred to at the rally as the 
’’Gesfapo" and one of the demands made was for better 
police protection. Many people left because they have 
this same type of thing time and time again. 

I*ED ALEXANDER commented on the apathy in 
unions. Unions on the whole have never backed or tried 
to promote individual Negroes and as a result the 
average Negro Union employee does not put his faith 
in unions. 



’*ED ALEXANDER reported that from now on the Eugene 
V. Debs^Porura Committee will meet only once a month, since 
there will be open forums approximately once a month.

The informant* s verbatim report is as follows! 
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“An open meeting of the Eugene V Debs Forum of 
Chicago (EVDP) was held at Curtiss Hall, I4.IO S. Michigan 
•*' Avenue, Chicago, on 9-20-57 at 8s 00 p.m. There were about 
200 people in attendance, FRANK FRIED was chairman, 

"FRIED introduced the first speaker, BRAD LITTLE, 

Educational Secretary of the American Friends Service Committee , > 

, LITTLE* s topic was *Who Acts For Peace?* There was no speaker 
system, LITTLE spoke softly, and it was difficult to hear him. 

He mentioned 5 foreigners by name including a Prenchiasin who was 
a conscientious objector | a German leather worker presently in 
India, and a Jap, He said these people are the five in the 
world, in his estimation, who are working for peace, LITTLE, 
who spoke for about 20 minutes, did not say anything political 
or revolutionary, 

"Following LITTLE, FRIED introduced I.P. STONE, Editor 
of *I,P, Stone* s Weekly,* His topic was *Will Mankind Destroy 
Himself?* and it concerned the use of atomic and nuclear energy 
usage in war, STONE said if there were a nuclear war millions 
would be killed outright and many more would be crippled from 
radioactivity. Damage due to fallout is dangerous to mankind and 
the US government should cease nuclear tests, 

"STONE deplored the idea of the U,S. handing out nuclear 
weapons all over Europe, especially countries surroiinding Russia, 

If these countries had to protect themselves, STONE felt they 
could use these bombs to set the world aflame and the U,S, would 
have no control over the situation. The safe, secret way of conducting 
such tests is to perform them underground. Open skies Inspection 
agreements are unecessary because a seismograph can pick up 
agitation from almost anywhere in the world. Recently, the US 
conducted a nuclear test and l5 minutes later it reacted on a 
seismograph in Rome, Therefore, objections to open skies 
agreements should never be a deterrent to disarmament, 

"The so called * London talks* are a delaying process 
to allow England to conduct nuclear tests on the weapons at 
its disposal, 

"There are more nuclear weapons and bombs in existen6e;-\ ", 
throughout the world today than will ever be needed. Meanwhile, ( 
scientists are learning that the original estimate of * saf e fallout* 
is forever being cut down and is now only 10^ or 20^ of the origina.1 
estimate. ' 
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”ST01JE also read passages from some report wherein 
Congressmen and scientists were being questioned. These 
passages, some of which were humorous, were not clearly audible 
because of no amplifying system, restlessness, and the lau^ter 
of the audience .

the dangers of atomic "fallout" and said even t op scientists 
in this country are in sh&rp disagreement over the "safe" 
amount that can be tolerated without damage to present and 
future generations. He said insurance rates on atomic 
scientists and workers reflect the conflict of opinion. 

He pointed out that the United States is risking atomic war 
with Hussia by not fieachipg a disarmament agreement and then 
exp)lained how every step of the disarmament proposals now under 
discussion raised more problems than it could solve. STONE *s 
solution is to really understand Russian doubts and problems 
and sincerely cooperate with Russia for a peaceful and realistic

Mr, STONE questioned Secretary DULLES 
handling of foreign policy and said if we place atomic 
weapons in the countries of our European and Asian allies, we 
run the risk of atomic war, initiated by them on the pretext 
of their belief that their country's safety is endangered. 

He called specific ' attention to SYNGMAN RHEE and GHIANG KAI 
SHEK, who would find excuses to use atomic weapons if they 
could get their hands. on them. 

He said in regard to "fallout" danger 
that the level of maximum safe exposure had been reduced 
time after time and said there is doubt that the accepted 
present level is low enough;, that many atomic workers are 
undoubtedly being endangered and risking genetic changes 
WbSch would make future generations susceptible to malformation' 
and deformity. 



He advocated a drive by all people 
concerned with our country's future, to press for cessation 
of A and H bomb testing; withdrawal of troops from foreign 
countries; real, disarmament and not the sort of thing now 
being discussed and a sincere effort to understand Russia 
and work from a common ground to live in peace. 

He commended President EISENHOWER'S efforts 
for peace and said EISENHOWER'S attitude had kept hot heads 
in the administration from doing things that might have 
precipitated war. He also spoke well of Secretary WILSON'S 
efforts in the. Indo China crisis and said WILSON had prevented 
war in this instance, ' ■

Presidenty^nd Secretary 
WILSON and said facts did not bear out STONiy’s words, 
GLADSTONE said we ought to be taking positive action Instead 
of talking nice about men whose policy had /brought about

In summary, Mr, STONE very gently stated 
that he felt the audience would have liked it better if he 
ranted and pounded the table and "tolled the bell to which 
most of you have been accustomed", STONE said the problem 
is far too serious to be solved by such "an attitude and 
that pushing a button and calling for a revolution within 
the next few rainutes would do nothing to help, but merely 
confuse the situation.

FRANK FRIED opened the meeting and stated that 
this was the first Fall meeting in the new 1957“1958 
series of the EUGENE V, DEBS FORUMo. He stated that the 
topic for the evening was the important subject "of the 
atom and its potential for good or evil and went on to say, 
“We Socialists and Progressives are working for peac6o“ 

FRIED d'i|?:*essed a moment and- stated that no peace meeting 
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could be held without paying tribute to the courage of 
the Negro race in the South* According to PRIED, PAUBUS 
and EISENHOWER were not doing much to help the situatibn 
and PRIED, was ashamed of his brother members of the 
Caucasian race. 



PRIED then introduced the first speaker, .BRAD 
LITTLE, as Peace Secretary for the American Priends 
Service Committee* According to the informant, LITTLE* s 
speech consisted of his account of five men whom he, 
CLITTLE) , considered to have worked or to be working for 
peace* The five men mentioned in LITTLE* s speech were 
ANDREW MENCHIE, PHILLIP BERNIER, ZUMBAR, -KUHLER and 
NICHIGUCKI (SP). 



The second speaker introduced by PRANK PRIED 
was lo Po STONE, an outstanding left wing writer who, 
according to PRIED, had demonstrated that the pen is 
mightier than the sword* PRIED stated thd: STONE" had been 
a fighter for Justice for thirty-five years and also spoke 
briefly on STONE* s weekly publication published in 
Washington, Do Co - 



STONE stated that his speech, ’^Will Mankind 
Destroy Itself?" was something he 'didn't know too much 
about and he didn't think that many scientists did either. 
He talked about why nuclear tests should be abolished and 
also discussed tte dangers of radiation from X-Ray as 
well as radioactive fallout* According to STONE, these 
dangers, such as radioactive fallout and radiation, have 
^ been underestimated for a long time and only recently are 
the experts becoming aware of the real danger* STONE 
went ^ on to talk about the vast -extra expense involved in 
additional r esearch, precautionary methods and increased 
personnel which are required in any project or experiment 
to reduce exposure and radioactive fallout* He said this 
was the reason why businessmen and those promoting atomic 
proj’ects, for example, the Atomic Energy Commission, are 
all soft pedalling the real dangers of nuclear weaponso 
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STONE also mentioned that the various nuclear 
tests were upsetting the whole electronic balance 
between the earthy plant life and upper atmosphereo 
STONE also criticized JOHN POSTER DULLES and based most 
of his comments and criticism on DULLES. STONE told the 
au^ence that they could expect a new propaganda campaign 
which is being backed by Secretary DULLES, stating that 
this new propaganda program takes the stand .that nuclear 
testing is "almost healthy." STONE stated that DULLES 
implied that the Russians prefer ’ "horror weapons" because 
they calculate that the humanitarian instincts of- the 
United States will prevent use of such weapons. Soviet 
diplomacy and propaganda try to prevent and oppose all 
experimental testing of nuclear -weapons even those which 
might devise ways to reduce fallout. 

STO^ went on to say that the U.S. allies will ' 
soon be equipped with nuclear weapons and in the arms 
race other countries will soon have the. bomb. STONE 
felt that it will be very difficult, if’ not impossible, 
to set up devises for international inspection even with 
the aid of *Rube Goldberg contraptions STONE said 
that the Government ’ s Nuclear test explosion in Nevada 
recently was felt around the world by scientists. 

STONE continued by saying that surprisingly 
enough that he didn*t think much of the KRUSHCHEV regime 
and when KRUSHCHEV appeared on a television broadcast he 
claimed he didn’t know the size or preparation of his 
standing army.

He stated he hoped "the Porum would grow to help spread 
Socialism j^equiring them to have to rent a larger hall in 
the future.

Mr. LITTLE spoke of different individuals around 
the world who are working for peace. He spoke of VERNYE

FANNY HITTELMAN, Chairman for the evening, 
opened the meeting hy reading a new brochure concerning 
the purpose of the WLA with additional stress on its 
status as a non-pai*tisan organization having no connection 
with any other group, although it does on occasion ^oin 
with other groups in sponsoring events of civic Importance. 
The only "pitch" was for new membership. 



SYLVIA MILLER introduced I, F. STONE, addressing 
him as IZZY, and stressed the importance of his weekly 
paper to be read by "men and women of conscience." 



STONE, in his address, linked Sputnik with the 
Russian IGBM, saying that the latter had invalidated 
bombers, the existence of NATO, the present conference in 
Paris, and the strategic air command. The reason for the 
West European revolt against the United States ’ desire 
to set up middle-distance missile ba,ses on their 
territories is that these missiles are no longer useful 
and would only attract Russian attack. IGBM has changed 
the technique of war so rapidly tha-^ for the first time, 
Europe foresees a war not fought on its land. Cross- 
polar flight Involving Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
Canada, and the United States is most likely. ADENAUER 
and DULLES have been like Siamese twins, the former Insisting 
on the presence of large American forces on German soil to 
insure West Germany from becoming another Korea. He stated 
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that the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics was forced to 
develop the ICBM because it was surrounded with SAC bases 
as well as United States Armed Forces and the standing 
armies of a perimeter of hostile nations supplied by 
United States arms and funds. 

STONE stated that Sputnik, as such, should be 
viewed as a scientific advance, the culmination of 
centuries of human effort. The lust to hate Sputnik’s 
creators and concentration of all effort to surpass 
this accomplishment are imworthy and evic^ence lack of 
that generous appreciation of another nation’s 
achievements which should dignify man. 

As a result of Russia’s achievements, nations 
should now listen to overtures of friendship, such as 
BULGANIN’S latest proposal to disarm and put an end to 
A and H-Bomb testing. STONE reiterated that the Government 
purposely employs such terms as "sunshine" and 
"equilibrium" to cover the malignant; unequal and lethal 
dangers of radiation fall-out. 

In regard to disarmament as a danger to the 
nation’s economic stability, STONE stated that bombers are 
out of date and producttc** must be stopped. The electronics 
Industry will also be affected. The productivity of the 
United States can be directed to the betterment of the-' 
country in a gigantic WPA and will further peace instead 
of war. Peaceful co-exlstenee must be achieved with the 
Union of Soviet Soeia.list Republics. 

STONE’S plan for positive action included letters 
to newspapers and legislators plus more talk about peace 
with more meetings putting the message of peace to more 
people. He referred to the change in atmosphere since 
1951j when he could not speak in public places but had to 
speak in private homes. He commended WLA for its work 
and once referred to it as a ^'radical" organization. When_ 
SYLYIA MILLER spoke after STONE’S address, she denied that 
WLA is a radical organization. Later, STONE said that he 
can find nothing wrong with being a radical; that he is 
one and was sure that ANNA LOUISE STRONG was another. 

STONE stated that radical is a good word and should be 
used. 



SYLVIA MILLER announced that for this night only, 
the early subscriptions to STONE’S weekly paper could be 
secured at $4.00 per year rather than $5.00 per year. 
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STONE stated in answer to a 
to wipe out hatred and replace it with positive expressions 
of brotherhood of man is vital to our existence. He stated 
that the lethargy and complacence appai’ent in Washington^ 

D. C. is unbelievable. There was a question regarding 
STONE'S opinion as to which country is better, the 
United States or the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 
STONE stated that any answer would have to begin with a 
standard of comparison. The United States is more powerful. 
Countries which have been underdeveloped for centuries are 
in the process of making a choice in that they will adept the 
best features of other nations. He believes that for the 
betterment of its eitisens, the economic socialism of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics will be adapted, but 
such countries will undoubtedly Include civil liberties in 
which the United States leads the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Rep^ibllcs. He stated that he has published a weekly magazine 
for five years in Washington which roundly criticizes the 
administration of this country and yet, when he goes to the 
post office, he is afforded the same treatment given to 
high Government officials. He stated that this could not 
happen in Moscow, 




STONE stated that he has never written for the 
HEARST publications and lie stressed the value of reading 
the "New York Times,"

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"FANNIE HITTELMAN gave a 'brief outline of the history of 
WLA and then a Mc*s. MILLER Introduced Mr. STONE and explained that 
he had come to L.A. expressly to give his talk for WLA. 

"Mr. STONE'S topic was ‘The Real Challenge of Sputnik.* 

Some of the things Mr. STONE said were: 

"1. We have to fight for peace and we can't fight for peace 
by. stirring up hate.

"B. If we were to change places geographically with Russia within 
18 mos. we would be in exactly the same situation as Russia 
is now because being an ice-bound land any ideology would 
want the same things, have the same desires, etc. as Russia 
now has . .

4 March 1958 

On Friday 28 February a meeting to 'Regain the First 
Amendment' and sponsored by Lloyd Earenblatt and John 
Tr Gojack vjas held in Carnedie Recital Hall, A woman, 
later identified as Eleanor Ferry collected the price 
of admission: $l,oo. The hall was prettywell filled by 
about 9 pni when Ring Lardner Jr. opened tRe meeting. 

The audience seemed rather average in cross?*section, 
however there seemed to be no Negroes present. There 
was a pamphlet entitled We Stand on the First placed on 
every seat, ' ^ 



Lardner opened by saying that it was 10 years since the 
'Hollywood 10 ' and that there had been little improvement 
since. He was definitely the chairman of the meeting. 
Introducing the speakers, interrupting occai^lonally, 
and pointing out various' persons i nth e audience. Among 
those mentioned by him as being present were Lloyd Earenblatt, 
Chandler Davis, Freda Curch (who had worked on putting out 
the aforementioned pamphlet), Eliot Sullivan, Marie Read 
Hoag. 



The speakers were Frank Donner, Frank Wilkinson, Dr. Otto 
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Nathan, John T. Gojack, and I.F. Stone. The first two talked 
about the Un-American Activities Commitee with Senator 
Walter coming into a great deal of criticism, about the 
difficulty and expense of going to trial under the First 
ratherthan the Fifth Amendment, the work done by the Supreme 
CourtUhich wasn not yet enough, and was under criticism 
by congress, mention was made of a speech by James Roosevelt 
which was bitterly anti-Supreme Court. Dr, Nathan gave a 
generally idealistic speech talking of SoQialisra ip high terms 
His speech was well received* John Gojack talked of the 
difficulties of his case, and how he had to wlp in order 
to be able to return to the organized Labor movement in 
Indiana, . Then he initiated the cpllection. About five women 
passed baskets among the audience. At one point Willcinson, 
who seemed to be pn’ olc^ hand at this sort of thing, took 
the microphone to say that he saw that many persons were 
putting ^1 bills into the baskets and that this was not enough 
Then there were several anonymous pledges and donations, 

A whilo after Eleanor Ferny reported that there had been 170 
persons present that $390 had been collected in the collection 
and that the commitee now had $500 clear. She spoke in a 
rather brittle an^ •witty manner of her relatives who vjere 
sitting in the back 4nd whom she brought to break up meetings 
because they resembled FBI Agents. She reported having 
been questioned as to the nature of tha,t night's meeting 
by some FBI Agents whom she described as the 'boys in the 
snapjbrim hats and the sincere manner, " and stressed the 
needi for house parties as a less expensive v/ay of holding 
meetings , 

During the evening, Lardner mentioned the ACLU and The 
ECL| as two other organizations trying to do a similar 
5<^Jbnt with not. enough ropm to handle all cases. 

Stone, the last speaker, mentioned the great traditions 
of freedom dating from Jefferson. He said that freedon}

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would have to include the rights of persons with whom 
we do not generally agree and even dislike, like ‘Trotskyites’ 
and * counter-revolutionaries * , and he asked if we were 
ready to conced such rights. He said it was better to 
have someone speak freely than to make him a martyr by 
silencing him. He said that he had always been for free 
speach, even for the Bund in World War II, He noted that 
those persons who had opposed the decisions of the Supreme 
Court in the ‘30s were novj defending them, himself among them. 

He critieizsed Russia for having no civil liberties, for 
making attacks upon I sreal , and for the continual reign 
by force. He said that RussiS. was an example of how what 
seemed to be ateraporary expediency ih silencing critics could 
turn to dicta'^rship. There were some mild protests in the 
audience at the points where he mentioned Russia,

Jefferson, and said that often out, real enemies were the ' 

labor leaders and lawyers who have lost their ideals who 

showed no interests in questions, whereas he had gotten 

answers to letters to letters he had sent to vp Nixon, the 

President of US Steel, and others. He continued talking 

and the audience became remarkably intolerant, one woman shouted 

"we didn^t come to hear youl" Hilda, who has been seen at 

Adelphi Hall f\mctions, ratherpasslonately denounced Stone 

for defending the rights of tTie^iCKK, which she said lynched 

people and had hurt her personally for she had seen it 

at work, Storae replied that he was not for lynching but 

defended the KKK’s right to have an opinion. He used an 

example from Russia whereupon Hilda called out that she 

was not interested in the ’internal affairs of Russia, Stone 
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replied that a common interest in Socialism should make 

USSR's internal Affairs. One man 
asked if it were not impossible to bring about a social 
change without some sinlencing of cpposition. Persons had 

out of tHe hall since the end of the collection. 
One woman seemed to sum up many person's feelings when she 
angrily said that she had been a victim of an investigational 
committee and that she had come tonight to restore Civil

held at Carnegie Recital Hall at 154 ¥, 57'fch Street. The 
topic of discussion was "Regain The First Amendment" which 
was sponsored by the First Amendment Test Cases Organization 
headed by Lloyd:.Ba^ ^bsl;a^t and The forum 

had the the following guests: R^^^^runer Jr chairman^ 
speakers: in order of appearance, EranioJDoB jaeja ♦ David 

Scribner, Drj,,J),t;fe2J3^^ and I.F. Stone. 

CHAIRMAN 

Ring Lardner Jr. opened the meeting with a few 
comments on how unfortunate the present circumstances were 
in that the congressional Sub-Committeedealing with 
subversion has not been able to be con'^olled and that 
people who are called upon to testify are not receiving 
their proper freedoms because of the bigoted slant that 
this congressional quorum has, Mr, Lardner (MW) is a ma,n 
of about 6* 2" in height. He was wearing a dark grey 
suit, white shirt and dark tie. He has black hair, da??k 
eyes and a clear complexioiio Mr, Lardner wears glasses and 
his general appearance, bearing and tone of voice indicated 
a conservative slightly aloof attitude. It may be noted 
that it was in only this opening piece by Mr. Lardner did he at 
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all speak in any length of the 1st amendment test cases and 
congressional subcommittee. His approach to his auidence 
was refined and well thought out. In his delivery he 
accused no one person but stated in very general terms a 
disfavorable opinion of the Congressional committee. He 
made no strong comments or accusations during the entire 
evening, Mr. Lardner, immediately follovjing his comments 
on the Congressional committee introduced the first speaker, 
Mr. Frank Conner, 



FRANIC CONNER 

Mr, Conner is the attorney who is defending 
John Gojack in his test case which is up before the Supreme 
Court or will soon be, stated the chairman, Mr, Conner 
(MW) is about 5* 9" in heightjfeight about 170 pounds, 
viearing a dark brown suit, white shirt and dark tie. He 
has developed a small pavinch i^hich was noticeable. He 
has dark brown hair, dark eyebrows and a light complexion. 

His rhetoric planner was very unlike that of Mr, Lardner, Mr. 
Conner gesticulated quite__often was loud, and abusive, 

Mr. Conner very vociferously condemned the 
Congressional sub-committee. He made particular game of 
Congressman Scherer and Conley, who, Mr, Conner, stated 
were not fit to be on a committee. He described Scherer 
as the accuser and Conley as Hiram Heap, the forgiver, 
who, after the person being questioned and called a ^ommunist 
would speak gently and be the forgiving soul, he gave the 
following example. It vras during an interview with a person, 
name not mentioned, who was called up before the committee 
to testify. He bad been a communist in the past, related 
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Donner, but he had since left the party, Scherer accussed 
him of being a _coinmunist to which he answered that he had 
been but that he wasn't one now. At this point, mocked 
Donner, Donj.ey stepped in and asked if he had anything to 
say to the people so that they can get some idea of how 
we could alleviate this unfortunate situation. The 
person being questioned answered "Get out of business", 
at which point, continued Conner, Scherer yelled ".You 
see he is still a communist" , Another example of an 
attempt to ridicule the intelligence of the committee by 
Conner is the following. Curing the questioning of a man 
that had been called, the person mentioned the name of the 
Russian writer Chekov, Mr, Conner then stated that this 
committee attempted to establish that this Chekov was a 
Russian spy and implied Conner, that they did not even know 
who writer Chekov was and attempted to force, verbally, this 
person to disclose information in regard to this "spy" 
Chekov, 



Mr, Conner became more serious but not less 
abusive by stating, in effect, that this committee which 
was organized to attempt to establish la.ws as a result 
of these hearings have only been able to get two laws 
passed after investigations which now total 20,000 type 
written pages. One of the laws stated Mr, Conner was that 
a person could not accept a position that had a political 
obligation to it, Mr, Conner continued by saying that 
this organization has a file in Washington with the names 
of thousands of people on cards and their political 
opinions. They have done nothing exclaimed Conner to 
establish any type of legality to their work but have just 
been abusing the rights of the individual, and the 1st 
amendment. 
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Mr* Donner gave considerable attention tp the 
Watkins decision and how unfair it has been* He also stated 
that there are people who will try to attempt to limit the 
favorable decisions of tl-xe Supreme Court* Mr Conner 
informed the auidenc e that he had tried to suppoenae 
Watkins but that; it was very difficult to do this to a 
congressman. However, the attorney general stated he will 
try and get him to testify that hs had supboen aed a union 
leader who was running for office for the specific purpose 
of breaking up a uni'Qn strike, but this did not turn out 
successfully. 

Mr. Donnex»’s style of rhetoric is one of 
simjfe emotionalism. He was very insulting to the 
committee and implied that the people were fast losing 
their unalienable rights 



CHAIRMN 

Lardner at the conclusion of the first speakers 
talk, spoke of Abraham Lincoln for a moment and the rights 
of man. Then Mr, Lardner Introduced from the aiidencs 
Edvjard Sullivan; (MW) actor, age about 50 he ight" 6^5"“'^" 
slim frame, balding brown hair, sunken face and deep set 
eyes* He was wearing a tv/eed suit, white shirt without a 
tie, Mr. Sullivan made no comments to the auidence. 

The chairman also introduced Chandler Davis ’fU'T)' student at 
Columbians graduate school. Age about 27 height 6' brown 
hair. No comments were made by Mr, Chandler Davis, Chairman 
then announced the next speaker Mr. Scribner, 

DAVID SCRIBNER 

Mr, Scribner concerned himself with the work being 
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carried on to try and have the Congressional suh-committee 
destroyed, legislatively speaking of course. Mr. Scribner 
(MfJ) is about 6* 3'% straight black hair, eyeglasses, hearing 
aid in left ear, well built, about 200 pounds in weight, 
wearing a single breasted blue suit. His face is long 
and squarish in shape. First Mr. Scribner described the 
negative side of the question of the sub-committee. He 
spoke of how James Roosevelt had gone against the liberal 
groups in Co ngrrss by praising the committee. Mr. Scribner 
as well as many people in the auidence were very upset over 
this. It seemed that lyk*. Scribner 'had been depending 
heavily upon Mr* Roosevelt, He commented on the fact that 
new appropriations of over 300^000 dollars had been gjv ento 
this committee to carry on its investigations. He stated 
that there was recently a meeting of the of tl^ 48 -attorney 
general^ at which time they decided upon attempting to 
try and do something about seeing to having the Supreme 
Courts decisions abridged or in some way changed so as to 
give the Committee greater freedom. On the positive side 
Mr, Scribner mentioned that there was a tremendous amount 
of organ 3 .zing going on all over the country to help the 
test committeeand to help the trial of John Gojack. Such 
people as O’Connor in Indiana, John Meckleman and Dr, 

Lapin, who in Chicago has been able to get the cooperation of 
61 prominent men, many from Northx^e stern University and labor 
leaders. These organizations are actively putting in 
petitions to try and have this committee disbanded. He 
further continued by saying that in Congress they are 
holding their avm and through petitions and some political 
influence they have been able to have some ^ffect in Congress. 
Mr. Scribner is a very clear and attention receiving speaker. 

His voice had a tinge of emotion in it, vihich was veryeffective.

organization when he was refused a job on a nuclear 
committee o He spo^e quite explicitly and with emotion 
that for all of his life he has been seeking, desiring 
and advocating only peace. He stated that it is 
organizations like this committee that causes wars. He 
also asked everyone in the auidence to help and be part 
of the Johnny Gojack test case " by ' he Iping him and 
joining in the fight for a better democracy. 

CHAIRrmN 

Mr, Lardner then introduced Johnny Go jack, 

JOHNNY GOJACIC 

This person stands about 5* 10", light 

brown crew-cut hair, very light complexioned, Mr, Go jack 
spoke of his activities in Indiana, He first concerned 
himself with the congressional sub-committee and how they had 
treated him. He stated that he had been questioned for one 
and a half days and got to know just how some of these raentalked 
and their line of reasoning. He spoke of how these comrai'Ffee 
men had lauded him for being a very intelligent, capable and well- 
educated young man, Mr, Gojack cited these examples of 
compliments by reading them from a small publication of the hear- 
ings, He spoke of these compliments in such a way that the 
auidence vjas laughing at them not because Mr, Gojack was not 
wh’^t tliey said he was but because these committee men really 
didn’t mean what they were saying or if they did they were 
very gullible. He too spoke of the activities going on in 
Indiana to assist him in his test case which had originally 
begun because he had used the first Amendment, in questioning. 

Mr, Gojack gave the impression of being a simple country fellow. 
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Many times hs ,^uded to the fact that he had just recently 
arrived in N.Y.C.^ and finding it very different from 
where he came from. He made a very successful effort to get 
the people sympathetic ■ towards his cause, Mr. Go jack stated 
that he had beenable to get support, when he had been 
soliciting funds himself , from very prominent people as 
well as some conservative Republicans, 

CHAIRiyiAN 

Following a fine round of applause for Mr® 

Go jack, Mr. Lardner spoke of the need for people to 
help not only Gojack and Earenblatt but also the 
organization as a whole to help further their work for 
1st amendment freedom. 



CHAIRMAN 

Mr, Lardner introduced W?, I.F. Stone 

I.F, STONE 

Mr, Stone, about 5 » 9", weight I80, 

diminishing brown hair, dark brown suit, oval face, spoke 
from the point of view of history. He at first concerned 
himself with Jackson and Democracy, He stated tha,t he 
believed that a Government should not be run by the mob 
or the large masses of people. His idea of (Mr. Stone’s) 
how the leaders of the country and those who legalistic 
duties in the Supreme Court for instance should be put 
into office for the duration of their normal active life, 
to be removed only if they have committed an unpardonable 
wrong. Mr, Stone believes that these people of importance 
and responsibility should not be controlled by public 
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thinking or the thinking th£ is associated with politics 
which creates an up and dovni see savi. He finds it a 
grievous error that many of the people who have the 
responsibility of governing and making laws are 
influenced by the fact that they can be removed if politics 
sway unfavorable, Mr, Stone seems to believe that pov/er 
of the government solely, based upon politics, will 
eventually limit the freedom of the people. 

He stated that it is very easy to be a fifth 
amendment type person but to be a 1st amendment upholder 
puts you in greater difficulty. To quote the fifth 
amendment would only receive silence on the part of the 
questioners but to use the first amendment will cause a 
person greater difficulty, stone stated that Gojack and 
Barenblatt are first amendment men and deserve the backing 
and supportof all of us. He stated that he believed everyone 
should be given a right to voice his idea. Unlike Russia 
where there is no laws, lawyer or freedom of voice, the 
U.S. still grants 1iie man a right to speak which we must not 
forsake , 



CHAIRmN 

The chairman at this point spoke and asked everyone 
to contribute what they can. Contributions were generous. 

The majority of the people placed dollar bills in the baskets 
that \ 7 ere passed around. There were also quite a few five 
dollar bills in the baskets. After the baskets had been 
collected Mr, Scribner rose and stated that he has noticed- 
that most of the people were contributing il.OO, He 
asked if the auidence could possibly manage to donate $5,00 
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and ^10,00 and he himself contributed ^lOoOO, At this 
point Mr, Lardner rose and dona,ted $10,00 for an annonymous 
friend, Mr, Lardner then called for $50.00 and $75.00 donations 
in check or cash. At this moment it was announced that an 
annonymous friend had donated $100,00 by check to the 
organization. 



JOHNNY GOJACK 

At this point Johnny Go jack spole again. He 
stated that he was not planning on going To jail for 
nine months and that he had confidence that he would not 
be going to jail because he knows he will win his test 
case and that the people will help him. He stated as an 
example of expense the case his friend 0* Connor had to go 
through, O'Connor had told him that it costs so much 
money to have a lawyer t|iat the next time he is called he 
will be his own lavjyer and face a prison term rather than 
go through the expense again. Go jack further stated that 
if the many people vrho desire to speak up and who do not 
because they are afraid that no one will back them, see that 
he (Go jack) has backing they will not be afraid to speak 
up for themselves. If, however, they see him go to jail and 
not helped then all the people who might have been useful 
will be lost, 

DISCUSSION - MR STONE 

Mt?o Stone took the floor and opened it to discussion. 
These are most of comments from the auldence ; 

1) MW, about 60, 5' 9" foreign, possibly 
Austrian, grey tweed suit, sunken pale face. He stated 
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that he has observed many young men at Columbia University, 
which is close to where he lives, who seem to be very 
interested in this field, by the way they discuss it in 
the streets near the University, but have not had proper 
organizing influence. He suggested that these youths be 
given closer attention and leaflets should be freely given 
to them. In fact he was willing to hand them out himself, 

2) W, Very obese, wearing akerchef on her 
head, yellowish grey sweater, and grey”skirt. Light brown 
hair about 5’ 8" and atleast 200 pounds in weight, furiously 
stated that she disagreed V7ith Mr, Stone in regard to the 
K,K,K, who had intimidated her and physically harmed her. 

She stated that they do not, (the KECK) have the same rights 
as those of the ordinary man, Mr, Stone answered that he 
did not say he accepted or condoned violence. Violence 
stated Mi*, Stone can be taken care of by our laws, VJhat 
I believe in, stated Mr, Stone, is that everybody should 
have a right to speak his thoughts so that we will develop 
a purer socialism and permit man its freedom, 

3- At this point a gentlem_en of about 5* 8'*, 160 
pounds, grey suit eyeglasses, dark complexioned fade and 
crew cut brown hair stated that he believed that you«-;»^ 
ca,nnot ever have social change without limitation of • 
freedom of speech. He cited the recent case in Little 
Rock Arkansas where John Kasper was jailed and taken away 
his right to speak against the Negroes, 

Mr, Stone answered that it is difficult to 
answer that question. He' stated that it is true that 
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f reem of speech may he curtailed during social changes, 
hut he cited that there have heen many changes in the 
United States of a social nature that have not caused 
suppression of free speech as its counterparty 

4 - The next statement came from a heavy set 
man of about 180 pounds, 5 * 9 " grayish hrown hair, about 
50 years old wearing a blue suit. He stated how much 

he liked Mr, -^tone and that he had recently received a 
reply from Mr, Nixon and two other well known men, whom 
the writer has forgotten, of high caliber and that he 
believes in what Mr, Stone stated about that the country 
should be ruled by not the mob but the few. He went on 
to state his feelings on individual rights and kept repeating 
his sincere affection for Mr, Stone until he was almost 
"booed" into his seat, 

5 - The last question was made by a small woman 
sitting in the first row of the hall, WW, could not quite 
see her for she did not stand up. She asked Mr. Go jack 
just how come he is in this sort of a predicament with 
the Government? And if he belonged to any organizations 
that ml,ght have aggravated this situation, 

Mr, Go jack could not give a quick answer to this. 

He stated that it was due to his activities and his 
moving around a great deal getting adherents to his cause. 

He did not cite any specific clubs or organizations that he 
belonged to or people that had been involved with him 
before getting involved with the congressional sub- commit tee. 
He hesitated a great deal and was not as composed as he was 
when he made his first talk. 
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CliAIRimN 

Mr. Lardner at this time (10; 45) stated that in 
15 minutes there would be an overcharge by the hour. He 
closed the meeting at 10:45, 

COMPOSITION OPOAUIDENCE 



It was announced by a vjoman that there wereover 
170 people attending and that thej had collected oveF" 
$500,00, However it seemed that there were about 240 
people there because just about every seat was taken 
and there were about 10 people standing in the back. The 
capacity of the room is about 250, There was only one 
negro woman at this meeting^ all the rest were Caucasians, 
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PSI furnished as indicated above, a handwritten 
report concerning the forum held at Carnegie Recital Hall, 
NYC, 2/23/58. 
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^ noted that although PSI ha^ described 

the forum attended as "SWP Militant Labor Forum", 
the forum was not, in fact, a Mlitant Labor Forum, 
but insted, supported by the SWP. PSI’s titling 
is probably due to the fact that functions or* 
the SWP thus far attended by PSI have been miitant 
Labor Forums as such and PSI, as a consequence, 
v/as confused between "sponsored" and "supported" .

’This v;as the purpose of the meeting to 
raise defense funds for Barenblatt and Gojack. 

"Contributions were $400 ffom the audience — 
T heir was 3000 people on the Mailing list — with 
contributions probably coming from that source too, 

"The meeting was 2| hrs or so — . 

The speaker were very critical of the Un-American Committee 
and other committee's that have Joined the anti-subversive 
hunt from time to time. Such as Senate internal 
Committee who plan an inquiry and smearing of- the 
witnesses character to the point of no return, distorting 
his constitutional rights. 

"There was praise given to Justice 
Warren, BlacJ^ Douglas the few crusaders who fight for 
preservation of the Bill of Rights to keep the power 
system away from the few. Separation of power must be 
preserved. 



"In the auidence there was not one negro, 
quite a lot of woman. Seemed to be well dressed group 
that attended. Seemed that there were a lot of 
professional people — There were about 6 or 7 people 
that I regonized to be Socialists from University Place — 
Doug, Whit'ey , Rb s emar i e ^ Ruth. There was a man I 
regonized but did rot get his name he had very deep set 
eyes, receding hairline - grayish —

On Friday, March 28, 1958 at 8:30 Pjyi. in the Terr- 
ace Room of the Plot el New Yorker, 34 St, and oth Ave., N.Y., 

N.Y, a round table discussion on "Scientists, Teachers and 
Security" was held. The chairman was I, F. Stone, editor, 

- I. F, Stone *s Weekly. The speakers, in order of their 
appearance, were: 

- 1. Edward U. Condon, physicist and former Director 
National Bureau of Standards. 

2, Victor Rabinoxirits, counsel for TeacherS Union, 

3. Dr, Stringfellow Barr, historian, teacher of hum- 
anities at Rutgers University, 

Dr, Condon spoke of the security probes and in- 
vestigating ooraraitteees being conducted in the "f.S. He 
referred to an article from the N.Y, Times of 3*^27-58 or 3-28-58 
which stated in effect that U.S, scientists wei^e not con- 
tributing their full efforts. Dr, Condon stated that this 
was because the scientists are nauseated and disgusted with 
these security checks. He said that the Congressman con- 
ducting these probes are dishonest and deceitful because 
their primary purpose in conducting them is to prevent liberal 
thinking, obtain political glory for themselves, and to use 
their committee powers to satisfy personal grudges. Dr, 

Condon stated that everyone knows that Dr, Openheim, former 
head of the Atomic Energy Commission, was removed from his 
position because of a personal grudge against him by a certain 
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general and by the Strategic Air Command* Dr. Condon said 
that our strict system concerning the issuance of visas and 
passports was harming us because it prevents scientists from 
the U,S* and other countries from exchanging ideas. 

Victor Rabinowitz spoke of the approximately 300 
N.Y.C* school teachers who have been fired or been forced 
tp resign their positions due to the current investigation 
of communist activities in N.Y.C, schools. He also mentioned 
the case of CoCoN^Y^ professor Austin. He said that Prof. 

Austin was dismissed % the board not "for any one specific 
instance but for a number of instances which added up to 
incriminating evidence against him," He said that the 
evidence against him was that: 

1 . he bought a book by Lenin while in England, 

2 . h® testified as a character witness for a friend 
who was once a Communist, ' 

3 . he vjanted to learn the Russian language even 
though ho was an English professor,. 

Dr. Barr stated that the approximately last 12 years 
in the U.S, was the most disgraceful' period in its history 
because of the witch hunts. He said that the U.S. acted 
more like a primitive country rather than one that had 
reached our level, of education. 

After the speakers had finished and before questions 
were presented from the audience the chairman, Mr, I.E, Stone, 
made an appeal to everyone present. He urged everyone to 
write, individually or through any organization to which they 
belonged, to Washington, D. C, to protest the apending amendments 
to the Atomic Energy Act (s 316^5)# These would allow the 
President to distribute thermo-nuclear information to foreign 
powers without the prior consent of congress. He stated that 
such power would destroy the fight for peace, 

Mr, stone then introduced Dr, Clark Foreman, 

Director of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee. Dr, 

Foreman asked for contributions to support the liberal 
movement. A collection was taken. 

Questions were then presented from the floor. 
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One of the persons who made a statement from the 
floor rather than present a question was Rose Russel (phonetic) 
She stated that it was a shame what was being done^ i*e# re- 
pression of thought; firings; resignations, to the N.Y.C. 
school teachers because of the present investigations of 
£ommunist Infiltration into N,Y*0, schools. She said this 
not only was affecting the present teachers :.but those who 
were thinking of entering this profession. The latter 
would be hesitant to do so because of the consequences of 
exercising free thought. Students were also being affected 
because they are aware that their teachers are being handi- 
capped in thinkings After hearing this, Mr, Stone suggested 
to the audience that a committee of prominent citizens be 
formed to combat these investigations, 

Anot^r person from the audience suggested that a 
petition against S 3165 be drawn up and signed by the audience, 
Mbc, Stone thought this a good idea and verbally dictated 
such a petition to the audience which he offered for improve- 
ment, Later on, when it was completed, Stone read it 
to the audience and said that those who wished to do so could 
sign it when the meeting was over. 

Another speaker, from the speakers * platf om, was 
Corliss Lamont, He spoke of the refusal by the U.S, to grant 
him a passport, IfiLs lawyer, Leonard Boudin, also spoke 
briefly from the floor. 

Coffee and pastries were served. 

Petitions were distributed after the meeting. They 
were addressed to Hon, Sam Rayburn; Speaker of the House of 
Representatives and called for legislation a gainst the 
Un-American Activities Committee, 

A booklet entitled "Rights.," published by the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee was distributed. It was 
Vol. 5, No, Dec. 1957. 

A copy of "The Militant", Vpl. 23-No, 11, 
dated March 17,' 1958, was also distributed. Attached to this 
was a mimeographed sheet announcing “an affair on Saturday^ 
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April 5, 195S at 8:00 P,M, at the Militant Labor Forum, 

116 University PI., U»Y. (Al 5-7852). The speaker will be 
Dan Roberts, editor of the Militant, The topioi-will-be 
"U.S, Policy in N, Africa." 



There were approximately 5OO persons present. 

Among those present were some members of the Bronx Civil 
‘Liberties Committee. They occupied Table #3» There were 
four male and eight female, Sosa© of them were: 

1. Bella Alt,schuler. She stated that Dr. Clark 
Foreman will speak at the B.C.L.C. meeting of April 2,1958. 
She distributed mimeoc^raphed sheets dated March 28, I958 
to those at Table ^3 which stated this. His topic will 
be "Legislation and Civil Liberties." She also distributed 
mjljffi^graphed' sheets dated March 24, 1958 which summarized 
the story in the N.Y, Times of March l8,jjl958 coneemlafilg^ 
hill A.I. 4184 permitting N.Y.S, employers to discharge 
employees refusing to answer questions before committees. 

This sheet urged the reader to object to this bill by 
contacting the Stat^ Senators, The name of Joseph Polichetti 
was printed as the writer of this appeal and the address of 
2519 Pearsall Ave,,. Bx 67, N.Y,. appeared. Bella Altschuler 
stated that this appeal was actually drawn up by Charles 
Fitzpatrick, member of the B.C.L.C.

T4 1, 4.4 i Meeting sponsored by the Emergency Civil 

Committee was held in the Terrace Room of 
the Hotel New Yorker on 28 March at 8s 30 pm. A ticket 
was' obtained through the mail after a check had been 
sent to the Committee. About 500 persons were seated 
at numbei’ed tables, at each place at the table was a 
copy of a magazine called * Right s» (December 1957 issue) and 
a three-pap mimeographed report on the progress of cases 
taken to the Suproiie court by the ECLC. Most of the 
attepees seemed to be teachers and proffessionals. 

Prank Wilkinson was standing near the front door. There 
were apparently more people than had been planned for. 
arid some were turned away* 

The masbor of ceremonies was X. p. Stone. First 
speaker was Dr^^ Edward Condon whose theme was that 
state Department practices were harmful to science because 
a f pe excpnge of ideas with other countries was hampered, 
victor Rablnowltz, a lawyer, spoke of the Austin case 
« i^yplving New York teachers. Stringfellow Barr, 

said that although McCarthy! sm was over, we were still in 
danger and compared our situation to that- of Germany 
Immediately before Hitler. Stone appealed to the 
aud^nce to write to Senators Pastori and Javits against 
ammendraents to the Atomic energy act which would give 
nuclear power to many countries and greatly increase 
the danger of nuclear war. The Bill in question was S3165. 

meeting slighting references were made to 
tp President »s golfing, Lyndon Johnson, the Seamen? s 
pusy union, and the lousy" press in connection with 
the c.3,se of William Worthy. There was then a collection 
run by Clau^ Foreman. After this Coffee and pastries 
were served and there was a heated discussion period

which lasted to llpm. A woman identified as Rose Russell 
pleaded for teachers* rights. 

There was some discussioii on the recently- 
captured Cuban revolutionaries, with Stone using terms 
like ’’Hypocrisy” and ’’dirty hands” in reference to the 
U.S. wishing to establish a 12--mile limit with 
i»eference to Indonesia at Geneva while violating the 
Sr-mile limit in this case . 

There vjr.s also discussion on whether the Supreme 
Court had rulevi a certain way on recent cases because 
the position of tJie U.S. was a shaky one in the eyes 
of the world. Stone's reply to this saying that the 
Court's decisions were based on a democratic tradition 
led Rabinowitz to la,bel him with the term "mystical” . 

The two most signlfigant events of the 
evening were (l) the framing and approval by a majority 
of a show of hands of a resolution to disapprove of the 
sending of nuclear weapons to other countries. This was 
done against the council of Foreman who said that the 
ECLC as a group stood only for the upholding of the Bill 
of Rights. The other was an exchange between Stone and 
Rabinowitz during a discussion against the House Anti- 
‘ American Activities Committee during i 7 hich Rabinowitz 
accused his opponent of appealing to a mystical force, 
whereupon Stone said that it was the real tradition of the 
Bill of Rights to which he was appealing and that it was 
more mystical to take the view that because "Russia, with 
no civil liberties, sends up a Sputnik, we will get civil 
liberties here." There was general hissing at this. Saying 
that Mikeljohn petitions were at the doors to be signed. 
Stone dismissed the meeting, 
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
